FOOTBALL  -  '33  Style

With  the  coming  of  cool  weather  and 
news  of  football  practice  creeping  into  the 
newspapers,  I  found  my  thoughts  going 
back  thirty  years  to  my  last  season  of 
football  at  Lenoir  Rhyne.  It  started  when 
our  son  announced  that  he  was  going  out 
for  the  high  school  football  team.  He  is 
a  husky  lad  and  will  be  able  to  take  it. 

The   first   week   Edward   practiced   twice

a  week  (how  hot  the  sun  can  be  in  early 
September!)  The  conditioning  exercises 
sounded  as  excruciatingly  painful  today  as 
they  were  thirty  years  ago.  In  the  evenings 
we  would  go  over  the  formations  and  plays 
he  was  learning,  and  I  would  shed  the 
weight  of  thirty  years  and  long  to  be  back 
on  the  practice  field  again.  | 

We  had  a  pretty  good  team  in  1933 
although  we  won  only  three,  tied  three  and 
lost  three.  'Wig"  Hemphill,  the  captain, 
played  center.  He  was  flanked  by  Rex 
Reynolds,  George  Poovey  and  Red  Ritchie 
at  guards,  Stasavich,  "Bud"  Geitner  and 
Cliff  Icard  at  tackle.  Don  Padgett  and 
"Jess"  Bumgarner  were  the  ends  and  I 
got  to  play  sometimes  if  one  of  them  got 
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tired  or  tripped  over  a  blade  of  grass  and 
injured  himself.  "Bus"  Newton  was  our 
star  halfback  and  big  "Bob"  Poovey,  the 
fullback.  "Buck"  Mauney,  "Skinney'  Car- 
penter and  "Mike"  Whitener  were  our 
quarterbacks.  And  the  back  field  was 
rounded  out  with  halfbacks  "Sonny"  Over- 
cash,  "Bill"  Mills,  and  "Red"  Mauney. 

After  thirty  years,  most  of  the  games 
that  season  are  something  of  a  blur.  Inci- 
dents in  a  few,  however,  I  shall  never 
forget.  After  tying  P.  C.  7  to  7,  beating 
Western  Carolina  27  to  0  and  losing  to 
Wofford  by  only  one  point  we  had 
a  "breather"  with  Tennessee  Wesley  an.  We 
were  leading  them  by  a  score  of  6  to  0  and 
felt  comfortable  in  the  thought  that  we 
could  score  again  most  any  time  we  wanted 
to.  Along  in  the  third  quarter.  Coach 
Shores  sent  me  in  to  substitute  for  Bum- 
garner  who  had  probably  grown  weary  by 
then.  We  were  around  our  forty  yard  line; 
it  was  fourth  down  and  we  had  to  kick. 
For  some  reason,  Don  Padgett  was  called 
to  punt.  Now  Don  was  a  marvelous  all 
around  athlete  and  could  do  most  any- 
thing but  he  was  not  our  best  kicker.  Also, 
he  kicked  with  his  left  foot  which  may 
be  why  he  was  called  on  to  do  so.  He 
kicked  and  down  the  field  went  the  ball 
like  a  bullet,  about  ten  feet  off  the 
ground  and  over  the  head  of  the  receiving 
quarterback.  I  streaked  down  the  field  at 
full  speed.  Soon  I  found  myself  on  the 
ten  yard  line;  the  quarterback  had  re- 
covered the  ball  and  was  protected  by  only 
one  blocker.  Visions  of  heroism  filled  my 
head.  I  faked  at  the  blocker  and  then 
lunged  for  the  ball  carrier.  By  some  miracle, 
he  escaped  my  outstretched  arms  and 
started  up  the  field.  By  the  time  I  re- 
gained my  footing,  he  was  crossing  the 
fifty  yard  line;  when  I  next  got  a  good 
view  of  him  he  was  past  the  goal  line. 
That  way  the  game  ended,  a  6  to  6  tie. 

Another  game  that  stands  out  in  my 
memory  was  with  Rollins  in  Orlando, 
Florida.  Most  of  us  had  never  been  to 
Florida  before  and  the  trip  down  by  bus 
was  filled  with  excitement  and  much  fun. 
In  the  first  half  we  were  still  excited  and 
played  sloppily.  They  scored  thirteen  points. 
In  the  second  half,  we  didn't  let  them  cross 
the  fifty  yard  line  and  completely  out- 
played them.  As  the  fourth  quarter  was 
drawing  to   a   close   we   still  needed   seven 


points  to  tie  them.  All  fall  we  had  been 
practicing  a  play  for  such  a  desperate  situa- 
tion. The  time  had  now  come  to  run  it. 
"Wig"  snapped  the  ball  to  Stasavich  who 
had  dropped  back  six  inches  from  his  tackle 
position.  "Stas"  was  fast  in  those  days  and 
a  bit  outsized.  Being  right  next  door  to 
"Wig"  he  caught  the  snap  perfectly,  tucked 
the  ball  under  his  arm,  as  he  had  seen 
the  backs  do,  and  headed  for  pay  dirt.  The 
Rollins  team  was  caught  completely  by 
surprise.  "Stas"  had  an  open  field  ahead 
of  him  and  we  were  sure  of  a  tie.  When 
he  reached  a  broad  white  line  that  looked 
like  a  goal  line  should  look,  he  stopped 
and  grinning  from  ear  to  ear  put  the  ball 
on  the  ground  for  a  score.  The  referee 
blew  his  whistle  and  signaled  first  and 
ten.  The  field  we  were  playing  on  was  the 
spring  practice  field  of  one  of  the  major 
league  baseball  teams.  What  "Stas"  had 
thought  was  the  goal  line  was  the  right 
field  foul  line.  Time  ran  out  before  we 
were  able  to  make  the  ten  needed  yards 
so  we  lost  that  one  13  to  6. 

The  Catawba  game  was  a  cold,  dreary 
and  disappointing  affair.  During  our  en- 
tire four  years  they  were  coached  by  Charlie 
Moran  who  had  won  fame  as  the  coach  of 
the  "Praying  Colonels"  of  Center  College. 
We  had  never  beaten  him  and  wanted  so 
much  to  do  so  our  last  year.  But  we  had 
to  settle  for  a  scoreless  tie  and  the  cold 
satisfaction  that  his  team  had  not  beaten 
us  again. 

After   the    game,   those   of  us   who   had 

played   our   last   were   slow   to   unsuit   and 

shower.     "Wig"    Hemphill    remarked    that 

he  had  just  finished  eight  years  of  football 

and    asked    "Bus"    Newton    how    many    he 

had  played.  After  "Bus"  counted  and  said 

he    had    played    nine    years    "Wig"    asked: 

"What  are  you  going  to  say  to  your  son 

when  he   asks  you  to  teach  him  to   be   a 

football    hero    like    you    were    at    Lenoir 

Rhyne?"  Without  a  moment's  hesitation, 
"Bus"  replied,  "I'm  going  to  spank  him 
good  and  tell  him  to  go  back  in  the  house 
and  practice  on  the  piano." 

My  son  has  played  the  clarinet  since 
sixth  grade,  he  sings  in  the  chorus  and  has 
leading  roles  in  school  plays.  I  was  far 
from  a  football  hero  at  Lenoir  Rhyne  in 
the  fall  of  1933  but  I  enjoyed  being  in  good 
condition,  the  trips,  the  comradeship  of 
the  others  on  the  team,  the  practice  sessions 
and  most  of  all  the  games.  I  hope  my  son 
gets  as  much  fun  out  of  the  game  as  I  did. 
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Record  1200  Students 
Enroll  For  1964-65  Year 

Lenoir  Rhyne  College  opened  its  74th 
session  this  fall  with  a  record  enrollment 
of  1,212  students.  The  registration  repre- 
sents an  increase  of  70  students  over  the 
tall  semester  enrollment  of  last  year. 

Most  of  the  students  are  North  Caro- 
linians. The  1,021  Tar  Heels  represent  84 
percent  of  the  student  body.  However, 
twenty  other  states  and  three  foreign  ter- 
ritories are  represented. 

Virginia  claims  35  students  to  head  the 
list  of  out-of-state  groups.  Florida  and 
South  Carolina  come  second  with  28  stu- 
dents each  followed  by  Pennsylvania  with 
20.  There  are  also  14  students  from  New 
Jersey,  13  from  Maryland,  11  from  Ohio 
and   12  from  Georgia. 

Other  states  represented  are  Tennessee, 
New  York,  Massachusetts,  Alabama,  Louis- 
iana, Connecticut,  Illinois,  Delaware,  Texas, 
Arkansas,  Indiana,  and  the  District  ol 
Columbia. 

The  three  students  with  foreign  resi- 
dences come  from  the  Canal  Zone,  Canada 
and  Japan. 

Fifty-four  counties  in  North  Carolina  are 
represented  in  the  student  body,  with  the 
home  county  of  Catawba  leadmg  the  list 
with  375  students. 

Other  counties  with  sizable  delegations 
are  Burke  78;  Caldwell,  56;  Mecklenburg, 
53;  Iredell,  52;  Rowan,  46;  Gaston,  43; 
Lincoln,  42;  Guilford,  33;  Cabarrus,  31; 
Forsythe,  28;  Alexander,  23;  Stanly  15; 
Davidson,  15;  Cleveland,  12;  and  Bun- 
combe,   10. 

Business,  elementary  teaching  and  science 
are  the  most  popular  areas  of  study  on  the 
campus,   according  to   the   statistics. 

The  301  students  majoring  in  business 
include  221  business  administration  majors, 
32  business  education  majors,  24  economics 
majors,  18  one-year  commercial  students 
and  six  two-year  commercial  students. 

Students  preparing  to  teach  in  elementaiy 
grades  of  the  public  school  system  number 
219  and  make  up  the  second  largest  major 
group. 

A  total  of  205  students  are  majoring  in 
some  area  of  science.  The  group  includes 
67  nursing  students,  54  mathematics  majors, 
42  biology  majors,  14  chemistry  majors,  12 
medical  technology  students,  10  pre-medical 
students,  three  physics  majors  and  three 
general  science  majors. 

Enrollments  in  other  major  fields  were 
also  reported:   English,    105;   sociology,   92;

physical  education,  70;  history,  54;  music, 
21;  Spanish,  11;  reHgious  education,  7; 
French,  6;  German,  3;  pre-law,  2;  and 
special  education,  1.  Students  who  did  not 
declare  a  major  during  the  fall  registration 
number  113. 

Sophomores,  numbering  329,  make  up 
the  largest  class  on  the  campus  this  year. 
There  are  322  freshmen,  283  juniors,  246 
seniors,  18  one  year  students  and  14  special 
students. 

Classified  by  church  affiliation,  the  stu- 
dents break  up  into  13  different  denomina- 
tions. Lutherans  continue  to  form  the 
largest  group,  numbering  578  and  repre- 
senting 47  percent  of  the  total  student  body. 
Baptists  number  241,  Methodist  number 
189,  and  Presbyterians  number  104.  Twelve 
students  report  no  church  affiliation. 

For  the  second  time  since  World  War  II, 
v/omen  outnumber  men  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
student  body.  There  are  651  women  stu- 
dents, a  majority  of  90  over  the  number 
of   men    students.    (The    men- women    ratio 


is  influenced  by  the  fact  that  the  college 
now  has  more  dormitory  accommodations 
for  women.) 

Other  items  in  the  statistical  report  show 
there  are  632  students  living  on  campus 
and  that  162  of  the  students  are  married.

Twelve  of  the  gridiron  greats  were 
present  for  the  event  and  were  presented 
souvenir  footballs  during  half-time  festivi- 
ties of  the  Homecoming  football  game. 

Those  in  attendance  were  Dr.  James 
Garrett,  1939  tackle  and  eldest  of  the 
group,  now  living  in  Indialantic,  Fla.;  Steve 
Trudnak,  1952  fullback  who  lives  at  Dallas;

Harold  Bullard,  1957  fullback  from  Green- 
ville; Joe  Murphy,  1958  center  from  Glen- 
dora,  N.  J.;  and  Dick  Lage,  1960  end  from 
Enterprise,  Pa.  One  member  of  the  select 
group,  Gus  Amdt,  a  1940  halfback,  was 
killed   during  World   War  II. 

The  Homecoming  game  ceremonies  also 
honored  Miss  Martha  Summers  of  States- 
ville,  the  Homecoming  Queen  elected  by 
Lenoir  Rhyne  students  this  fall.  The 
sociology  senior  plans  to  pursue  graduate 
study  next  year.

M.  Baker  of  Zebulon,  Ga.,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  English  and  dramatics;  Mrs.  Helen 
G.  Wolford  of  Rutherfordton,  assistant 
professor  of  nursing;  Jerry  B.  Ayers  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  instructor  in  chemistry;  Wil- 
liam R.  Fryar  of  Tallahassee,  Fla.,  in- 
structor in  biology;  and  Jerry  E.  Bolick 
of  Granite  Falls,  instructor  in  mathematics. 

Two  of  the  nine  appointments  represent 
additions  to  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  teaching 
statf.  The  others  replace  faculty  members 
who  have  resigned  or  are  on  leave  of  ab- 
sence.
